Barr Dry 
Goods Co., will. succeed Mr. Franklin as 
first vice-president and general manager. 
Mr. Wright, who had been secretary und 
treasurer of the company, was elected sec- 
ond vice-president the latter part of No- 
vember, after Mr. Franklin had been 
stricken with his first attack. William I. 
Dicks was chosen to succeed Mr. Wrtelht 
as secretary and treasurer, and Mr. Wright 
at once took up the discharge of Mr. 
Franklin's duties. 

Mr. Franklin was first stricken in Sep- 
tember. The attack affected his right side 
and while he partially recovered re w 
yractically confined to his rooms. 

as been able to come into the city 
three times since the attack, his last visit 
being made in October. 


Little Hope After 
Seeond Attack. 


The second attack affected his left side. 
and‘there ‘was little hope for his recovery. 
His death Monday morning was not unex- 


pected. 

While Mr. Franklin was best Known to 
the commercial world as the active head 
of one of the largest and most substantial 
business houses. in the West, his fame } 
among his fellow citizens and neighbors 
was built most broadly upon his churity, 
rublic spirit and wilHingness to help. He 
was connected with a successful business 
for four decades, and his salary and share 
in profits was always large; yet he did not 
become rich. His purse was always open, 
and ecach’year he gave in charity and help 
and to public enterprises a sum which to 
meny would seem a fortune. He was_al- 
wars frugal. and lived unostentitieusly; 
but the fruits of his labor and business ac- 
umen went rather to the help of his fel- 
low man than to the building of a great 
fortune. 


Every Day He Gave 
to Friends in Need. 


“There were always a couple of extra 
pots kept a-boiling on the range at the 
Franklin home,”’ said a personal friend 
Monday. “Every day he gave generously 
to friends and strangers in need, both at 
his. office and at his home.”’ 

Mr. Franklin. was born in the north of 
Ireland, March 17, 1836. and when a small 
boy came to the United States. When 17 
years old he entered the employ of a dry 
goods firm in New York. In 193 he came 
with William Barr and James Duncan to 
St. Louls as representatives of Ubsdell, 
Pierson & Co., and took charge of the 
business of H. D. Cunningham & Co., from 
which has grown the William Barr rv 
Goods Co. He was at first confidential man 
for the firm. More than 8 years ago he 
became a partner. When the corporation 
was organized he was made vice-president, 
and had the active management of the 
business. 

Several years ago Mr. Franklin bought 
an estate of 31 acres on the Sappington 
road, near Kirkwood. and there built a 
comfortable but unpretentious home, in

NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—During a dense 
two vessels went ashore today, one 
near Bellport, L. IL, and the other near 
Long Beach, N. J. The former was the 
Benjamin C. Cromwell, a Portland, Me., 
schooner, from Charleston, 8.

Attempt after attempt of the life-sav- 
ers to reach .the wreck was unsuccessful 
and close watch was kept for any of the 
crew who might come ashore. 

The three-masted schooner which weut 
ashore near Long Beach. N. J., began to 
break up almost immediately under the 
blows of the heavy breakers. The fog and 
the heavy seas made the work of the life- 
gavers extremely difficult, but repeated 
efforts were made to rescue the crew of 
the doomed vessel. 

Attempts that were made to launch the 
lifeboats proved unsucceseful. Time after 
time the life-savers dashed into the waves 
with their boats, but each time they were 
hurled back to the beach. 

Then the guns were trained on the 
wreck, just ae the fog closed in more 
thickly, hiding the vessel from view. How- 
ever, the life-savers, having the direction, 
shot the first line at the vessel. Several 
other lines were @ischarged within the 
next half hour, but with. what effect it 
has not yet been learned. Several pieces 
of wreckage had floated ashore, which 
led to the fear that the vessel was break- 
ing up.

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LAKE BAIKAL TAKES PART IN THE WAR

With Their Shinps~Destroyed and the Japanese Sympathizers Tearing 
Up Railway Tracks the Russians Have to Fight Against Break- 
ing Ice Upon a Lake Fifty Miles Across.

As tf it were not enough to have to fight 
the Japs by sea and land, the Russians are 
now confronted with the dreaded ice storms 
upon Lake Baikal, which keep the thick ice 
of the lake splitting and shifting just when 
they are trying to keep their railway 
tracks across it in condition to transport 
troops. 

Baikal does not look very big upon the 
ordinary school maps of Siberia. I[t is, in 
fact, very nearly as Jarge as Lakes Erie 
and Ontario combined, and at its widest 
part is wider than either of these great 
lakes of America. Long Island Sound 
would be Jost in one end of it. More than 
400 miles as the crow flies from its northern 
to its southern end it Hes square across the 


path of the Siberian Ratlway, a formidable 
In summer trains are ‘ferried 
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eral cost §7,000006 a year more than they 
earn, so that Russia naturally has hesi- 
tated abott undertaking another such great 
expense. The cost of the loop line would 
not be much to the United States, but Rus- 
sia, with all her enormous size, has a for- 
eign trade smaller than that of Holland, 
Australia or Belgium. and her resources 
are taxed .to the utmost to maintain the 
railways she already has, and to keep the 
army and navy going. 

Being about as far north as Hudson's 
Bay and at an elevation as great as the 
top of the highest mountains 'n Westchester 
County, Lake Baikal is cold ‘enough in 
winter to! manufacture a good quality of 
Yee, but the tremendous gales that Sweep 
over it from the northwest are deflected 
by the high mountains of the Baikal range 
to the westward and blow direct down upon 
the ice-upon that side, greatly depressing 
it and causing it to bob up elsewhere where 
the pressure is less. 

This’ oceasions ice cracks and shifting of 
the surface even when the solid ice is quite 
thick enough to bear the light cars of a 
Siberian railway train, whieh are only 
#bout one-third as heavy as ours. .

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A correspondent inquires if we can give 
him a few pointers on how to play asso- 
ciation football. 

To be frank, no verbal instruction suf-, 
fices to give an adequate idea of thie 
game. 

To begin with, the very name is misiead- 
ing. From the term “football’’ one would 
naturally suppos¢@ the contest was con- 
ducted through the agency of the feet. 
As a matter of fact the game is played as 
much with the fists. The sport is a com- 
bination of several pastimes. That is 
where its name, ‘‘association,’”’ arises. It is 
an association of prizefighting, ~ football, 
sprinting and high-art sport language. 

In fact the great game of fighting owes 
its origin to football, according to some 
authorities. The following quotation, sait 
to be from the historic document, the 
Anglo-Saxon Chronicle, says: 

“Ye football teames of Lancashire and 
Devonshire have donne a thynge that 
promises faire for ye sporte. Hitherto 
ye populace hath considered ye action too 
slowe, ye players haveing been prevented 
frome fightinge at times, owing to ye 
necessitye of scoringe goals. Hereafter, 
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}such menne as shalle be caught kicking 


o: hitting ye ball, insteade of each other, 
shalle be fined and outlawed from ye 
game. Ye management thynkes the goode 
people of London will no longer make the 
unseemlye cries of ‘Get busye,’ ‘Aw, 
fyght,’ ‘lobsters,’ ‘warm up, ye stiffes,” 
and other remarks, now that running and 
kicking have benn barred from the con- 
testes.’’ 

It can readily be understood that from 
this source the boxing game originated. 
Only, with advancement in education, the 
naturally refining instinct of the people 
protested at the brutality of eleven men 
fighting all at once, and cut the original 
game down to one pair at a time. 

For the benefit of our correspondent w® 
would state that if he is contemplating 
entering the game, he should first take a 
thorough course in prizefighting, as the 
present day game is rapidly getting back 
to its original aspect. The football re 
quired can be picked up in a game or so. 

Before venturing into the fray, be sure 
to have a good, reliable backer ready to 
go on your bond in case you are ‘“‘pinched.’’ 


The “Staller” and 
the “Four Flusher.” 


Two useful words have been added to the 
English lexicon through sport, the verbs 
“stall” and to “four flush.’’ The origin of 
these words is comparatively modern, but 
the ancients had many occasions for the 
application of them and suffered accord- 
ingly. 

When Ajax stood up and told Jove just 
what he thought about his magnesia 
lightning and his sheet iron thunder, he 
hunted around for a word for a long time. 
What he wanted to say to Jove was: “You 
big four flusher,”’ etc., but linguisitic lim- 
itations made nis language much tamer. 

Among the noted “stallers’’ of history 
are Falstaff, Gen. Greene ’and others. 

The two terms, while not synonymous, 
have a kindred significance. They apply to 
that art. hitherto unrecognized, which is 
coming to be considered*the only true box- 
ing game: How not to fight. 

These two terms are coming to figure in 
every contest. If you are a fighter you 
begin by “four flushing.’’ You assert that 
you are out for the championship and that 
nothing but a fight for the title will sat- 
isfy you. 

This advertises you. 

Then, when you finally sign to fight, it 
is with some cheap man. Your advertising 
brings in the money. Yyur art of ‘stail- 
ing’? prevents any possibility of a fight, 
if the cheap man by any chance should 
presume to show signs of ability. 

Some fighters can go. through a lifetime 
without ever having a fight, though they 
may enter the ring 5Q times. Johnny Re- 
gan is an example of this. Regan has been 
principal in many contests, but has yet 
to have a real fight. 

His forte is keeping others from fighting 
him, and at that he is without a peer. 

The whole boxing game is becoming Re- 
ganized, and this accounts for the sudden 
jump into fame of ‘stalling’ and four 
ficshing. ;

When it comes it will accurately describe 
what Emmet Heidrick has been in the 
habit of doing when stAhtiing in front of 
the clubhouse drawing $3000 a year.

March 1 is the time limit given by the 
Western Jockey Club for naming of young 
horses by owners. The problem of naming 
animals is not so simple as it seems, for 
there are nearly 13,000 running horses in 
training and similar names are a great 
source of confusion. 

Of course no two names exactly alike are 
possible under the rules of registration, but 
many vary only by a letter, causing ma- 
terfal confusion, eepecially in telegraphing 
entries and results. 

It has been suggested that the racing 


authorities refuse to register names that 
are similar, forcing owners to select such 
names as will not cause confusion.

If it costs $5 to hear Adelina Patti, and 
Grace Van Studdiford can sing rings 
around Adelina, what's the .matter with 
letting go of $1.50 to hear Grace and mak- 
ing a noise like a bargain hunter? 

Not that Miss Van Studdiford is the 
finest singer on earth, but that she can 
sing good enough to remind us, after we 
have been paying $3 to hear the perfect 
but Spitzbergenish Melba and $% to see 
Patti in her little sketch, “It’s a Cinch a 
Diva Can't Sing Any More When She's 
Sixty,"’ that here is a bit of real song at 
$1.50. 

Miss Van Studdiford is a St. Louis wom- 
an, and her friends and admirers here are, 
like the Philistines of old, an innumerable 
host; but it was not because of these 
things that she received a remarkable ova- 
tion after singing her first song in the 
opera ‘‘Red Father” at the Century The- 
ater Sunday night. It was because sh® 
sang for us as no other person has sung 
in a St. Louls theater. this season, and 
combined with her singing a loveliness of 
manner and an appearance so stunning 
that any audience of fiesh and blood would 
have indulged itself an outburst of ad- 
miration, though her name had been 
strange and she had come to us for the 
firet time from some far-distant corner 
of earth.
